BATE ON THE LABOR PROBLEM. 


Six Men Bite the Dust, Dead or Badly 


Wounded, and Fort Worth Is 


a Military Camp. 


Anonymous Threats That Trains Will E« 


Wracked If Sunt Out—Strike Declared 
"On" at St. Louis Airaln—Hollo Snubs 
tho KolchtJ—Conercss P:>«»«» tho Ar- 
bitration Bill. 


FoRiVTonTH, Toi., April S.—Saturday 


morning a body of armod special deputy 
(burin's boarded a Missouri Pacific cabooso 
and ran up to Hod£8, ivhero it train of tun 
cars had boon made up for the aouth ond of 
tho rotd. 
No opposition -was made by tho 


itriliors to tho cuginu loavinc tho city. 
At 


1 o'clock, whon the train reached the yards 
on its way SDUth, nothing was done to pre- 
«nt it lonvinff. 
On ouch car of coal was 


an armed special deputy sheriff, and tho 
onglno was crowded with armed men. Pass- 
ing tho Union dopot, they continued south- 
ward until the junction ot the Fort Worth 
6t >Yow Orleans railroad, two miloj from 
this city, was roaoliod. 
Here it was dis- 


covered that the switch bad boon turned. 


Tho train Btoppoi and sovoral officers 


went forward to whore several men woro 
standing on tho track.' They woro askod 
what thoy were doing. 
The man replied 


that thoy had no hostile intentions, «nd as 
the officers started back to the train thoy 
discovered a. number of mon in amhusb on 
the side of tho road. Tbo command to 
throw up hands was given by the ofilcors, 
and the hands came up and Winchester 
riflos caino with them. A perfect fuailade 
was.poured into the officers, which was re- 
turned by those on tho train. .Not loss than 
100 shots ware iirad. 


The strikers—that is irhat the attacking 


party Is called—retreated to a lot of cordod 
ties, and continued for awhile to Cre on tbo 
train. Tliey then broke «nd ran to tho 
Sycamore bottoms and dlsappearod In the 
woods. 


During the fight, Richard Townxend, a 


special deputy sheriff was shot In tho back 
as he stood on the engine, the ball passing 
throucli his left lung, and 
comillR out on 


his loft sklo. 
Charles Sneed, another dep- 


uty, wa-s shot noar the ear, the ball coming 
out'on the opposite side of his head near his 
mouth.. Police Officer John Fu'.ford was 
•hot in both thighs, ona of tho balls ranging 
upward into • his -body. 
His wounds are 


dangerous. 
Thowoundod men wore put in 


ths cabooso of the train and taken back to 
the city. 
Fulford, after having his wounds 


dressed was taken to his home, and the two 
other men to tho Mimouri Pacific hospital. 


During the afternoon one of ths nlrikorn 


who was in tho attacking party WHS brought 
to tho city, shot through the thif;h. 
His 


name It Tom Nace. H» was a switchman 
bore at the time the strike began. He was 
wo»k and constantly called Cor water.

taken to his home, near tbe Polk stock 


yards, in the soutborn portion of tho city. 
It is stated by parties who were on the train 
when the trouble

ttrikors fell buneath the fire of tho officers, 
two of whom did not move after falling.

fight occurred, recognized one of the men 
who r»n off into th« river bottom, and says 
that he carried a Winchester in each hand. 
Se h»5 boMi engaged in «h» carpentering 
buiinoss in this city, and Is reynvdod as an 
out and out CommuntSt. His arrest a only 
o matter of tima. 


As to tho number of men engaged in tho 


attack on the train reports are conflicting. 
Some place the number at ten, others at 
twenty-llv».

tho inundated districts in the south show. 
thitt the swollen str«ams In Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, and Georgia are rapidly receding, 
but many cases of loss of Jifo and graat 
damage to property aro being reported 
hourly. 
In and about Sulma, Ala., the dj- 


atruction of property has boen immense, 
and many ncgro«.i and poor people have 
perished. 
Th* entiro eastern portion of 


that city is under water, including the 
allroad depots and shops, the gas works, 
foundries, factories, and 300 dwellings. More 
than :JOO persons wore picked from house- 
tops and troos Saturday by tbo relief stoam- 
ers. It will be two wocks before the city 
can be lighted by gas. The town of Cahala, 
noar Selma, is wholly under water. In tbg 
lloodod region around Montgomery the situ- 
ation is deplorable. Farmero have lost nl! 
thoir live stock, corn, and cotton ^oed, and 
in some places starvation is threatened.

During the time that such 
petition was circulated the matter of 
water worka was very generally discussed 
oa the streets and in the papers, letters 
were received from other cities, delega- 
tions of our citizens visited other cities. 
The result of this agitation was to create a 
bolief that if wo had water works at all 
they should be built and owned by the 
city. 
Accordingly when Iho common 


council acted in the matter it directed 
that a petition should be circulated as 
provided by our charter. That petition 
was 
cheerfully 
signed 
by 
a good 


majority 
of 
the tax payers ot tho 


city. Tho petition duly verified is now on 
file, and is tho first step towards building 
water works by the city. Having that us a 
foundation, the council ordered an elec- 
tion of five wateroommissionors to build 
tho works. It is an insnlt to good faith 
and intelligence of tho one thousand 
petitioners to nominate men for commis- 
sioners who are disinclined to perform 
the duties of the office. 


The question is not now water works 


or not; it is, "Who are the best men to 
carry out tho duly expressed wishes of a 
majority of tho taxpayers?" 


It is urged in defence of this unfair 


action, that some of tho petitioners have 
changed their minis since signing thp 
petition. That it true, is tho excuse for 
deceit; moreover, there is no cvulouce

Now is tho time to build—wo have doz- 
ens of men seeking employment, money 
is cheap in the largo cities, bonds can be 
sold at high prices, but more than else 
we need bettor firo protection and wo 
need wholesome water in our hotels and 
dwellings. 


The question has been fairly presented 


and tho people hove decided, now let us 
elect good men who are in favor of the 
enterprise and have doue with it.
